THE BASIC EMOTIONAL NEEDS 
In-addition to our physical needs( adult a»d child 

alike) we have a second area which needs consideration 
in learning to understand ourselves and others. Our emo­ 
tional needs. These are much less tangible than our ptjyt- 

[iCal ones, are more easily frustrated as a result. Hunger 
and makes itself felt in no uncertain terms, lack jjf sleep, the 

need for water cannot be ignored long. The source of re­ 
lief is clear, and there may be no hesitancy on our part to 
supply the needed sleep, water or food.

LOOK FOR SIGNALS
Not so in the emotional realm unless we become adept 

at "reading" the little signals that tell us an emotional 
need has been ignored. One can suffer from a feeling o 
frustration and may never suspect ihe roots lie in a need 
for "acceptance." Unfortunately, when a child is "rejected" 
during the formative years, he does not learn to accept 
himself, and he will often hold onto this lack of acceptance 
long after he has entered into his adult life. Since h* is 
familiar only with the feeling of rejection, he continues

THE THREE A'S
A good way to remember three of our emotional needs 

is by listing them in this manner . . . Acceptance ... Ap­ 
preciation . . . Affection. The child or adult who trys to 
draw quantities of Approval, Applause and Attention may 
be exhibiting a lack of the three A's, We feel loved and 
wanted when these needs are met. We feel unloved when 
they are not. In addition, we seem to have the need for 
recognition and to feel "worthwhile." This is sometimes 
eiitod pi'tonal wor*k Wb&n these needs are'met we have 
an overall feeling of security which gives us a sense of 
well being or adequacy. Inadequacy develops to the de­ 
gree that these various needs are ignored or neglected. Of 
course, the ideal situation develops when the cWldhood
